Only when this primarily 
unconscious consciousness " sich zu einem Verstande constituirt," " sich 
selbst setzt," "sich beschrankt," "den Erzeugungsakt der Empfindung 
vollzieht," " ein empirisches Bewusstsein wird," — only then " eroffnet es 
sich sein Auge fiir sich selbst und fiir sein Erzeugniss." In the same 
moment it perceives the elementary concepts and principles, whose attribute 
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it is to advertise the actions of the understanding [at first themselves 
altogether unconscious] by which the understanding raises a material 
presented to it from without, i.e., by sensibility, to knowledge. The influence 
of Beck and Fichte is very plainly traceable in this doctrine of con- 
sciousness. On the basis of this doctrine, Tieftrunk grants an excep- 
tional position to the categories of modality. He makes the objective 
element in our knowledge [N.B. — the ' objective ' in Kant's sense of the 
word] arise from the originally unconscious consciousness : or, in plainer 
English, from the original nature and disposition of our mind. It is not 
till later that this objective element is brought into the light of actual 
empirical consciousness, by the acts of the formation of concepts, of judg- 
ment and of inference : when it becomes a subjective and reflective knowl- 
edge. All objectivisation takes place by virtue of the acts of quantity, 
quality and relation. The actions involved in the formation of concepts, 
etc., are identical with the acts of modality.)

He tries to 
show that ethics cannot be exclusively based upon a formal principle, but 
needs a material beside the formal ; and that there is a material principle 
possessed of all the attributes requisite to constitute it a supreme principle, 
i.e., one which is purely rational, unconditional in its commands, and of 
objectively universal validity. In his deduction of this principle, Block 
starts out from the proposition that reason demands an unexceptioned 
harmony of all our activities, and that harmony in ideas is termed ' truth,' 
in desires 'goodness,' in actions 'right.' Hence he argues that reason 
constrains us to treasure and desire the true, good and right, simply and 
solely on their own account, without any regard to another end or purpose, 
and without any pressure from feeling and inclination, — simply and solely 
on account of their rationality or harmony with the laws of reason. [As 
to what is true, right and good, — what it is that would make our ideas, 
desires and actions harmonize in the required manner, — we are told nothing. 
That is to say, the real problem of what ' good ' is, is left untouched by 
Block. A consistently evil character would also be able to demonstrate the 
existence of a harmony throughout its whole activity.] 

From the nature of reason, as thus characterized, Block proceeds to 
deduce his two supreme principles : the formal, which consists in that 
manner of action which accords with the reason, dignity and determination 
of man as man ; and the material, which consists in the efficiency of a 
wise, mild, and benevolent character. The following quotation will serve to 
throw some light upon Block's conception, which as it stands is sufficiently 
obscure : " eine gewisse Handlungsweise muss unbedingt gewahlt werden, 
weil sie eine personliche Beschaffenheit [i.e., a wise, mild and benevolent 
character] zum Gegenstand und Zweck hat [material principle] ; der 
Bestimmungsgrund zu dieser Handlungsweise aber soil die Uebereinstim- 
mung derselben mit der Vernunft, Wiirde und Bestimmung des Menschen 
sein " [formal principle]. Here Block draws a distinction between the 
motive to and the end of an action, — a distinction which in itself is 
wholly justifiable, though only if it is admitted that every motive consists 
in a feeling of pleasure or displeasure. Now Block does not deny, it is 
true, that a certain pleasurable feeling is connected with the performance 
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of duty : but he does assert that no such feeling can ever be the reason of 
determination, or the dominant incentive, to virtue. He therewith removes 
all justification for his differentiation of motive and end. For if a feeling 
of pleasure or displeasure were not operative as motive in the case of a 
conscious and intentional action [I myself regard the position as untenable], 
then 'ground of determination' and 'end' would be identical terms. It 
follows that Block's other distinction, between a formal and a material 
principle, is similarly based upon nothing more substantial than a distinction 
between words : in reality, the two principles are one and the same. 

The obscurity of Block's thinking is very largely due to the fact that he 
attempts to make two principles out of one, and that the two principles, 
while artificially distinguishable, are consequently really identical. 

The concept of transcendental freedom is based by Block, as it is by 
Kant, upon the reality of the moral law.)

Bendavid sets forth the 
Kantian theory in an easy, clever, and original manner. He is very happy 
in the selection of instances for its illustration. Block writes an acute 
critique of Kant's epistemology, from the empirical standpoint, which — 
as is perfectly admissible and even necessary — he combines with the 
apriorism. He admits that the form of our knowledge is conditioned by the 
disposition and organisation of our faculty of knowledge as precedent to 
any kind of perception, and in this sense is conditioned a priori. But the 
' form ' is not in any way independent : it originates, at the same time with 
the contents given from without, in our ideas of actual things. Hence it is 
wrong to call ideas which consist of form and contents ' aprioristic '; while 
it is equally wrong to look on the aprioristic form or disposition of the 
faculty of knowledge as an ' idea.' That is to say, no ideas are either given 
a priori or originated a priori: all ideas, whether of the internal or of the 
external senses, are products of two factors, — the faculty of knowledge and 
the affecting objects. Knowledge of the aprioristic form is not itself 
aprioristic, but empirical, attained by experience. Knowledge of things-in- 
themselves, in the sense of a knowledge of their essential nature and colli- 
gation, is impossible : but our knowledge is able to pass beyond experience 
in the cognition that something real outside of us underlies phenomena and 
the nature and connection of phenomena, and in the intuition by reason of 
the necessary colligation of this real with phenomena. Block put together 
the essential points of his system, as a supplement to no. 2683, and in 
its defence as against an extremely unfair review, in the :)

Schleiermacher's philosophic thought grew to maturity in the course of 
an earnest study of Kant's works, extending over many years. But he was 
never a Kantian. Criticism very soon stepped in to accompany study. Of 
the correctness of the one great result of the R. V. — the limitation to 
experience and the disclaiming of any scientific theoretic knowledge of the 
supersensible — he was fully convinced ; and he remained true to it through- 
out his whole life. But at the same time — more consistently than Kant — 
he carried this disclaimer over to the domain of practice, and even while he 
was at the University (before Easter, 1789 : he was born in 1768) subjected 
the Kantian doctrine of the highest good and practical proofs of the 
existence of God to a severe criticism. He triumphantly demonstrated the 
invalidity of the practical proofs, while he discovered contradictions in the 
concept of the highest good, and traced them to Kant's admission, as an 
element in the concept, of the self-contradictory and unrealisable notion of 
happiness. The contradictions can only be made to disappear by the 
recognition of the highest good — independently of all reference to happi- 
ness — as the completed sum and total of all that can be brought about 
\hervorgebrachf\ by the ethical idea. 

Soon afterwards [more especially, however, in 1791 and 1792] he 
attempts to found a clearly reasoned determinism, as against Kant's vacil- 
lating and obscure theory of freedom ; seeking to show that the concepts of 
obligation, accountability, and of the other expressions of the moral con- 
sciousness can come to their full rights only in such a system. Summaries 
of these works are given by Wlh.
